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AN  ACT 

3*roVi<fliig  for  the  better  organiiation  of  the 
Treanur)'  Uepartment. 

Beit  enacted  by  the  oenate  aiid  house 
of  refiresentatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  congress  assembled.  That 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  officer  of  the 
treasury  department  as  the  President  of 
the  United  States  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  d signatefor  that  purpose,  as  a- 
gent  of  the  treasury,  to  direct  and  su- 
perintend all  orders,  suits,  or  proceed- 
ings, in  law  or  equity,  for  the  recovery 
ofmoney,  chattels,  lands,  tenements,  or 
hereditaments,  in  the  name,  and  for  the 
use  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted. 
That  from  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  of 
September  next,  if  any  collector  of  th( 
revenue,  receiver  of  public  money,  or 
other  officer,  who  slwll  have  received 
the  public  money  bi  fore  it  is  paid  int' 
the  treasuT}’ of  the  United  States,  shall 
fail  to  render  his  account,  of  pay  over 
the  same  in  the  manner,  or  within  tlie 
time,  required  by  4aw,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  first  comptroller-ol  the  trea- 
• sury  to  cause  to  be  stated  the  account  of. 
such  collector,  receiver  of  public  mo- 
ney, or  other  officer,  exhibiting  truly 
the  amount  due  to  the  United  States, 
and  certify  the  same  to  the  agent  of  the. 
treasury,  who  is  hereby  authorised  and 
required  to  issue  a warrant  of  distress 
againifstich  delinquent  officer  and  his 
sureties,  directed  to -the  marshal  of  the 
distrii  t in  which  such  deliniju  ni  officer 
and  his  surety  or  sureties  shall  reside  ; 
and  where  the  said  officer  and  his  surety 
or  sureties  shall  reside  in  different  dis- 
tricts, or  where  they,  or  cither  of  them,’ 
Shall  reside  in  a district  other  than  ’that 
in  which  the  estate  of  either  may  be  si“- 
uate,  which  may  be  intended  to  be  taken 
and  sol ',  then  such  warrant  sliail  be  di- 
rected tothe  marshals  of  such  districts, 
and  to  their  deputies,  respectively ; there- 
in specifying  the  nmount  with  which  such 
delinquent ’Is  chargeable,  and  the  sums, 
if  any,  which  have  been  paid.  And  the 
marshal  auihoriscd  to  execute  .such 
■warrant, shall, by  himself,  or  by  his  de-, 
puty,  proceed  to  levy  and  collect  t'  c .^u  t, 
remaining  due,  by  distress  and  sale  of 
the  goods  and  chattels  of  such  dclinnuci.t 
officer  ; having  given  ton  days  previous 
notice  of  such  iutended  sale,  by  affixing 
an  advertisement  ofthe  articles  to  be  sold 
at  two  or  more  public  places  in  the  town 
or  county  where  the  owner  of  such  goods 
or  chattels  may  reside  ; and  if  the  goods 
and  chattels  be  not  sufficient  to  satisfy 
the  said  wai  rant,  the  same  may  be  levied 
upon  the  person  of  such  officer,  who 
may  be  committed  to  prison,  there  to  re 
main  until  discharged  by  due  course  of 
law. — Notwithstanding  the  commitment 
of  such  officer,  or  if  he  abscond,  or'il 
goods  and  chattels  cannot  be  found  suf- 
ficient to  satisfy  the  said  warrant,  the 
maohal  or  hisdepuly  may  and  shallpro- 
Cctd  to  .levy  and  collect  the  sum  which 
‘tema»..''s du“  !>>’  such  delinquent  officer, 
by  theft 'Siecss  end  sale  ofthe  goods  and 
chattels  tofthe  s'urety  or  sureties  of  such 
officer  ; ha’ving  given  ten  day’s  previous 
notice  ot  such  intended  sale,  by  affixing 
an  advertisement  of  the  articles  to  be 
sold,  at  two  ov  more  public  places  in  the 
town  or  county  whcie  the  said  goods  or 
chattels  were  taken,  or  in  the  town  or 
county  where  the  owner  of  such  goods 
or  chattels  resides.  And  the  amount 
due  by  any  such  officer  as  aforesaid  shall 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared  to 
be,  a lien  upon  the  lands,  tenements  and 
beieditamcnis,of  such  officer  and  his 
sureties,  Irom  the  dale  of  a levy  in  pur- 
eiianceof  the  waiTaiit  of  distress  issued 
against  him  or  them,  and  a record  there 
of  rtiade  in  ilic  office  of  the  clerk  of  tin 
district  court  of  the  proper  district,  un- 
til the  same  shall  be  discharged  accord- 
ing to  law.  And  for  want  of  goods  and 


sureties,  sufficient  to  satisfy  any  warrant 

0 distress  issued  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
s ons  of  this  act,  the  lands,  tenements, 
and  hereditaments  of  such  officer,  and 
his  surety  or  sureties,  or  so  much  there- 
of as  maybe  necessary  forthat  purpose, 
after beiug  advertised  for  at  least  three 
weeks  in  not  less  than  three  public  places 
inthe  county  ordistrict  where  such  real 
estate  is  situate,  prior  to  the  time  of 
sale,  may  and  shall  be  sold  by  the  mar- 
shal of  such  district  or  his  deputy  ; and 
for  all  lands,  tenements,  or  heredita- 
ments, sold  in  pursuance  ofthe  authori- 
ty aforesaid, t!ie  conveyance  of  the  mar- 
shals or  their  deputies,  executed  in  due 
form  of  law,  shall  give  a valid  title  a- 
gainst  all  persons  claiming  under  such 
delinquent  officer,  or  his  surety  or  sure- 
ties. And  all  monies  which  may  re 
maih  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sales,  alter 
satisfying  the  said  warrant  of  distress, 
and  paying  the  reasonable  costs  and 
charges  of  the  sale,  sliall  be  returned  to 
such  delinquent  officer  or  surety,  as  the 
case  may  be  : Provided,  That  the  sum- 
mary process  herein  directed  ahall  not 
affect  any  surety  of  any  officer  of  tiu 
United  States,  who  became  bound  to  the 
United  States  before  the  passing  of  this 
act ; but  each  and  every  such  officer 
shall,  on  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of 
September  next,  give  new  and  sufficient 
sureties  for  the  performance  of  the  du- 
ties required  of  such  officer. 

See.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted, 
That  from  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  of 
September  next,  if  any  officer  employ- 
ed, or  has  heretofore  been  employed, 
ill  the  civil,  military,  or  naval  dcjian- 
ments ofthe  government,  to  disbuise  the 
public  money  appropriated  for  the  ser- 
vice of  those  departments,  respectively, 
shall  fail  to  render  his  account,  or  to  pay 
over,  in  the  manner,  and  in  the  tiitv  s, 
required  by  law,or  the  regulations  ol  the 
department  to  W'lich  he.  is  accountable, 
any  s.im  of  money  remaining  in  the 
bands  o'  such  officer,  it  snail  be  the  duty 

01  the  fu  st  orseccAid  comptroller  of  the 
treasury,  as  the  case  may.  be,  who  shall 
be  charged  with  tiic  revision  of  the  ac- 
I ounts  of  such  officer,  to  cause  to  be 
Slated,  and  certify,  the  account  of  sueb 
delinquent  officer  to  the  agent  of  tlic 
treasury,  who  is  hereby  authorised  and 
required  invmcdiately  to  proceed  against 
sorb  delinquent  officer,  in  tlie  manner 
directed  in  the  preceding  sc' li  n all  the 
p o isioiisof  which  are  hereby  deci.ared 
t be  applicable  to  every  officer  of  the 
go-,  ernment  charged  with  the  disburse- 
ment of  tin  public  money,  and  to  their; 
;sureties,  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the 
same  extent,  as  it  they  had  been  des 
cribeu  and  enumerated  in  the  said  sec- 
tion : Provided,  nevertheless,  That  tlie 
said  agent  ofthe  treasury,  with  the  ap- 
jirubation  of  the  secretary  of  the  treasu- 
ry, ill  cases  arising  under  this  or  the  pre- 
ceding section,  may  postpone,  for  a rea- 
sonable time,  the  institution  ofthe  pro- 
ceedings required  by  this  act,  where,  in 
his  opinion,  the  public  interest  wili  sus- 
tain no  injury  by  such  postponement. 

See.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted, 
That  if  any  p<  rson  trhoiild  -consider  him 
self  aggrieved  by  any  W.in-aiit  issued  uii 
der  Ibis  act,  he  may  prefer  a bill  of  com- 
plaint to  any  district  judge  of  the  United 
States,  setting  forth  therein  the  nature 
an'1-cxtent  of  the  i.ujury  of  which  he 
compi.iins  ; and  thereupon  the  judge 
aforesaid  may,  if  in  his  opinion  the  case 
may  reejuire  it,  eraiit  an  injunction  to 
stay  proceedings  on  such  warrant  alto- 
gether, or  lor  so  inucn  thereof  as  the  na- 
ture of  the  case  requires  ; but  no  injuiu  - 
lion  shall  issue  till  the  party  applying 
for  the  same  shall  give  bond  and  suffi- 
cient security,  conditioned  for  the  per- 
formance of  such  judginciu  as  shall  be 
awarded  against  the  complainant,  in 
such  amount  as  the  judge  giajiting  the 
injunction  shall  prescribe  ; nor  shill  the 
issuing  ol  such  injunction  in  any  man- 
ner impair  the  lien  produced  by  the  is- 
suing of  such  warrant.  And  the  same 
proceedings  shall  be  had  on  such  injunc- 
tion as  in  other  cases,  except  that  no 
answer  shall  be  necessary  on  the  part  of 
the  United  Stales  ; and  if,  ujion  dissolv- 
ing the  injunction,  it  shall  appear  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  judge  Who  shall  de- 
cide upon  the  same,  that  the  applica- 
tion for  the  injunction  was  merely  for 
the  delay,  in  addition  to  the  lawful  in- 
terest which  shaU  be  assessed  on  all 
sums  which  m:ty  be  found  due  against 
the  complainant,  the  said  judge  is  here- 
by authorised  to  add  such  damages  as 
that,  with  the  lawful  interest,  it  shall  not 
exceed  the  latc  of  ten  per  centum  per

That 
such  injunction  may  be  gi  an  c-l  or  dis- 
solved by  sacli  judge,  c;.hcr  in  or  cut  of 
cout  t. 

Sec.  C.  And  be  itfurt  her  enacted.  That 
if  any  person  shall  consider  himself  ag 
gi'ivcd  by  the  decision  of  such  judge,  t-i 
ihcr  in  refusing  to  issue  the  injunction, 
or,  if  granting,  on  its  dis'.oluiion,  it  shaii 
be  competent  for  such  person  to  lay  a 
Copy  ofthe  proceeding  had  before  ilu 
isirict  judge,  before  a judge  of  the  Su- 
preme Co'urt,  to  whom  autbcriiy  is 
be reby  given,  cither  to  grant  the  injunc 
tion,  or  permit  an  appeal,  as  the  cas 
may  be,  il,  in  the  opinion  of  such  judgi 
I the  Supreme  court,  the  equity  of  tin 


j proceedings  shall  be  had  upon  such  in- 
j junction, in  the  < irciiit  Court,  as  are  pre- 
scribed in  the  District  Court,  and  sub- 
ject to  the  same  conditions  in  all  res- 
pects whatsoever. 

Sec.  "f . And  be  itfarther  cnaetcd.  That 
the  attorneys  of  the  United  States,  for 
thes  veral  judicial  (Ks'ricts  ofthe  Uni- 
ted States,  in  the  prosecution  of  all 
suits  in  the  same,  in  the  name  and  for 
the  benefit  of  the  United  States,  shall 
conform  to  such  directions  and  instruc- 
tions, touching  the  same,  as  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  be  given  to  them  respec- 
tively, by  the  said  agent  of  the  Tri  asu 
ry.  And  it  shall,  moreover,  he  the  duty 
of  each  of  the  said  attorneys,  immedi- 
ately after  the  end  of  every  term  of  the 
district  and  circuit  courts,  or  of  any 
state  court, in  which  any  suit  of  action 
maybe  pending,  on  behalf  ofthe  United 
States,  under  the  direction  of  any  dis- 
trict attorney,  to  forward  to  the  said  a-

That 
it  shall  b the  duty  of  the  clerks  of  the 
district  and  circuit  courts,  within  thirty 
days  after  the  adjournment  of  each  suc- 
cessive term  of  the  said  conn;  resper 
lively,  to  lorward  tothe  said  .ig  nt  ofthe 
Treasury  a list  of  all  judgments  and  de- 
crees which  have  been  entered  in  the 
said  conns  r.  spcciivcly,  during  sucl 
term,  to  which  the  United  States  are 
partiis,  shewing  the  amount  which  has 
cen  so  adjiitlged  or  decreed  for  or  a- 
gainsl  the  Uniied  Sli.tcs,  and  staling  the 
term  to  which  exec  ntion  thereon  will  be 
r turnable.

Memoir  of  the  Qii  in  f England. 

(_CONCLUDED.] 

At  the  period  of  the  receipt  of  the  let 
ter  published  on  Saturday,  Mr.  Coch- 
rane Johnstone  had  Ejiven  notice  of  a mo*, 
tion  on  the  subject  of  the  princess,  forj 
the  4ih.  Loid  Castlercat'h,  in  answer 
to  a question  from  M. . Whitbread,  said, 
that  it  was  not  necessary  to  say  any 
thing  on  the  topic  till  Mr.  Johnstone’s 
motion  was  brought  forward. 

The  report  alluded  to  by  her  royal 
highn>'ss,  as  having  been  sent  to  her  by 
lord  Sidmouth,  referrt  d to  her  letter  to 
the  Prince  Regent,  on  the  subject  of  the 
restrictions  which  were  placed  on  her 
intercourse  with  her  daughter ; and  sub- 
mitted “ that  the  intercourse  between 
her  royal  highmss  and  the  princess 
Charlotte  should  continue  to  be  subject 
to  regulation  and  restraint-”  Th  s in- 
tercourse was  limited  first  to  once  a 
w :ek,  and  subsequently  to  once  in  two 
treeks. 

On  the  4th  of  March  Mr.  Cochrane 
Johnstone’s  motion  came  on  ; it  consist- 
ed ol  ^o resolutions,  which  called  for  ail 
the  d^uments  relating  to  the  charjtcs 
which  had  been  directly  or  indirectly 
i iiputed  to  her  royal  highness.  A debate 
took  place  with  closetl  doors,  strangers 
having  been  excluded  from  the  gallery, 
th.-  result  of  which  aias  the  complete  ad- 
mission, on  the  pait  of  lord  Castlereagh 
of  the  innocence  of  her  royal  highnest, 
and  an  acknowledgement  that  that  the 
pi-i)  .uction  of  the  docun'ents  and  pa 
pers  in  qiiesiion  was  not  necessary  to 
cstablis.  the  fact.  The  motion  of  Mr. 
Johnstone  was  in  consequence  nega- 
tived wiiiiout  a division. 

Soon  alter  the  long  suppressed  ‘ Book’ 
made  us  appearanae,  and  put  an  end  t< 
all  those  doubts  which  the  previous 
mystery  that  had  hung  about  the  trans- 
actions it  unfolded  was  cal-  ulated  to  ex- 
cite.— A'ldrcsses  of  congratulation  were

10  were  still  disirr  lined  to  ac- 
q-.i.-sce  in  all  that  was  urged  in  favor  of 
It-  r royal  hig'tn  -ss’s  innocenre — S ie 
was  still  an  exile  from  the  B i'.ish  court, 
and  s'isi  lined  all  that  pi-  jutlice  which 
8UC11  a si'uatioii  was  naturally  calcula- 
ted to  produce.  The  i-estrictioi  s too  as 
to  her  intercourse  with  her  daughter 
V/.  r:  likewise  continued,  and  slie  had  on- 
ly occasimally  the  happiness  of  enj  .y- 
iiig  her  socii  ty. — Her  royal  highness 
s'ill  continued  her  benevolent  pursuits 
and  in  the  ex-  rcisi-  of  private  good  to 
obtain  a consolation  for  her  public- 
wrongs.  Unoc'  the  Regency  a propo- 
sal w s made,  by  the  mi, listers,  to  ac- 
c -t  of  an  allowance  of  50,000/.  per  an- 
num ; !fit  she  declined  accepting  more

1811,  her  royal  highness  having 
t I n but  few  inducements  .to  r-main  in 
a country  where  she  was  constantly  ex- 
pose.! to  indignity,  quitted  England  with 
a small  n liiiue,  and  by  travel  endea- 
vored to  ninTt  her  mind  from  the  con- 
templation of  cir.  umstuiiccs  which  were 
e'bi'ientlv  calculat  d to  produce  paui. 
In  lois  way  s .e  visit-d  all  t at  was  wo 
thy  oi  observation  in  Europe  aiH  As. a, 
and  then  fixed  her  residence  on  the  bor- 
ders of  lake  Como,  from  whence  she  oc- 
casio.’ialiy  made  excursions  to  other 
places.— Of  her  estate  in  this  romantic 
retreat  she  afterwards  disposeu,  and  pro- 
ceeded toPesaro,  a town  in  Italy,  with- 
in about  13  1 niih-s  ot  Rome,  w'icre  she 
How  r.-tains  some  property.  In  1816 
she  was  apprised  of  the  marriage  of  the 
prini-ess  Charlotte, and  in  the  following 
y-  r natl  tiie  painful  intelligence  com- 
m iiiii  ated  to  heroftlie  death  of  her  bc- 
lov  -,]  and  amiable  daughter,  whose  loss 
was  not  iiss  afflicting  to  her  feelings 
than  it  was  to  tne  nation  over  which, 
had  s o lived,  she  was  destined  to  gov- 
ern. Her  royal  highness  had  now  few- 
er inducements  than  ever  to  return  to 
England,  and  she  continued  lo  seek,  by 
occasional  ciiungeafrom  place  to  place 
on  the  continent,  a relief  from  the  mel- 
ancholy by  which  she  was  assailed. 
During  these  excursions  rumors  were 
circ  luted,  thatthe  conduct  of  her  royal 
highness  was  utterly  at  variance  with 
th  it  dignity  and  purity  which  was  calcu- 
lated to  reflect  honor  upon  herself,  or 
upon  the  high  rank  in  which  she  was 
placed, 

ill  the  month  of  February,  1819,  par 
agraphs  were  inserted  in  some  of  the 
English  Journals,  stating  mat  a gcntlc- 
m n of  eminence  at  the  Chancery  bar 
had  set  out  from  England  on  a most  ex- 
traordiiiary  mission  ; the  object  being 
to  announce  to  her  royal  highness  that 
her  conduct  was  to  be  the  subject  ol 
minute  investigation  One  of  the  para- 
graphs concluded  with  these  words: —

him  such  incontcstibic  evidence  oi  the' 
improper  conduct  of  the  Princess  ol 
Wales,  as  rendered  it  highly  probable 
that  the  matter  would  be  brought  befflre 
Parliament,  for  the  purpose  of  ground- 
ing upon  it  some  legislative  measure. 

By  letters  received  in  England,  from 
the  Princess,  shortly  after  the  death  of 
the  king,she  appears  to  have  been  per- 
fectly aware  of  the  renewed  machina- 
tions of  her  enemies.  In  one,  dated 
Marseilles,  December  26th,  1819,  she 
says,  “ my  traducers  and  eiiemk-s  of  Eng- 
land have  held  a secret  inquisition  ai 
Milan,  through  the  means  of  spies  and 
my  old  servants,  who  have  been  sent 
from  the  house  for  bad  conduct.  A Mr. 
C.  Mr.  P.  a col  B.  and  lord  S.  have  been 
making  all  sorts  of  enquiry  into  my  pri- 
vate coiuluct. 

The  following  extract  of  a letter  from 
the  Queen  dated  Rome,  16th  March, 
1820,  contains  an  interesting  detail  of 
the  facts  respectiug  her  treatment  by 
foreign  powers,  previous  to  her  sitting 
out  fill-  England 

“During  my  residence  in  Milan,  in 
consequence  of  the  infamous  behavior 
of  Mr.  Ompteda  (he  having  bribed  my 
servants  to  become  the  traducers  of  my 
chaiactcr,)  one  of  my  English  gentle- 
men challenged  him  ; the  .Austrian  Gov 
ernment  sent  off  Mr.  Ompteda.  I wrote 
myself  to  the  Emperor  of  Austria,  rc- 
questiiig  his  protection  against  spies 
who  employed  persons  to  introduce 
themselves  into  my  house,  and  partieu- 
larly  into  my  kitchen,  to  poison  the  dish- 
es prepared  for  my  table. — 1 never 
recived  any  aiiswcr  to  this  letter. — 
After  this  I was  obliged  to  go  into  Ger- 
many to  visit  my  relative  the  Margra- 
vine of  Bircuth  ; tl-.e  shortest  road  for 
my  return  to  Itaey  was  through  Vienna, 
and  I took  that  road,  with  the  flatering 
t'.opc  that  the  Emperor  would  protect 
me.  Arriving  at  Vienna,  I demanded 
public  satisfaction  for  the  public  insult 
I had  received  in  Lombardy  : t.ds  was 
refused  me,  and  anew  insult  was  olTer- 
cd.  The  Emperor  refused  to  meet  me, 
01-  to  accept  my  visit. — Lord  Stewart, 
tiie  English  Ambassador,  having  receiv- 
ed a letter  from  me,  informing  him  of 
my  i iti  ntion  of  retui-niiig  by  Vienna,  atr' 
0*  taking  possession  of  his  house  t’  l r 
l_as  It  is  the  custom  of  foreign  ambas- 
sadois  to  receive  their  Ibinces.s  into 
their  houses,  when  tr.iveling]  absolutclv 
i-eftised  me  his  house,  left  the  town,  and 
retired  into  the  count:  y.  Lord  Stewar- 
■iflerwards  wrote  a very  impei  tinent  let- 
ter to  me,  which  is  now  in  !\lr.  D.inning’s 
hands,  as  1 sent  it'o  England,  finding 
the  Austrian  Government  so  much  in- 
fluenced by  tne  English  Ministers,  1 sol. 

y villa  on  the  Lake  ofl'omo,  and  st  t 
tied  myself  quietly  in  the  Roman  cstat.  s 
1 there  met  with  great  civility  for  some 
time,  and  protection  against  th»  spy. 
-Mr.  Ompteda  ; but  from  the  moment  1 
became  Queen  of  Engl  ’ii'l,  all  civility 
ceased.  Cardinal  Gonsaivi  has  been 
much  influenced  since  that  period  by  the 
Baron  de  Rydan,  the  Hanoverian  Minis 
ter,  who  siiceeded  Mr.  Ompteda  deceas- 
ed-. The  Baruu  de,  i.ao 

oath  never  to  acknowldge  me  as  Queen 
of  England,  and  persuaded  every  person 
to  call  me  Caroline  of  Bruswick.  A 
guard  had  been  refused  me  as  Queen, 
which  was  granted  to  me  as  Princess  of 
Wales,  became  no  communication  has 
b cii  recived  fiom  the  British  govern- 
ment announcing  me  as  Queen.  ^Iymes- 
91  tiger  was  refused  a passport  for  Eng- 
lancjl  also  experienced  much  insult  iToifl 
tne  Court  of  Turin. — Last  year  in  tl.c 
mmith  of  September  [1  was  then  trav- 
elling incognito,under  the  name  of  Coun- 
tess Oldi,]  I went  to  the  confines  of  the 
Austrian  estate,  to  the  first  small  town 
belonging  to  tm-  K tig  of  S TJinia,  on  my 
way  to  meet  Mr.  Brougham,  at  Lyons, 
as  the  direct  road  hid  through  Turin. — 

I wrote  myslf  to  the  Queen  of  Stidinia, 
informing  her  tiiat  I coultl  not  remain  at 
I'urin,  being  anxious  to  reach  Lyons,  as 
soon  as  possible,  and  also  that  I was  trav- 
elling incognito.  1 received  no  .answer 
to  this  letter.  The  post-master  at  Bro- 
nio,  the  small  post  town  near  the  country 
villa  where  I tnen  resided,  absolutely  re- 
fused me  post  horses : in  consequence  of 
this  refusal,  I wrote  to  Mr.  Hill,  the 
English  Minister  at  Turin,  demanding 
immediate  saiisfiiction,  and  the  reason 
for  such  an  insult.  Mr.  Hill  excused 
himself  upon  tlie  plea  of  its  being  a mis- 
understanding, and  told  me  that  post- 
horses  would  be  in  readiness  M'henever 
I should  require  them.  I accordingly 
set  out,  and  arranged  to  go  throng  the 
town  of  Turin  at  night  and  only  to  stop 
to  change  horses,  hut  1 received  positive 
■ irders  not  to  go  through  the  town,  but 
Vo  proceed  by  a very  circuitous  road, 
which  obliged  me  to  travel  almost  tlr 
whole  night,  in  very  dangerous  roatls. 
and  prevented  me  from  reaching  the  pos 
town  (where  I should  have  passed  the 
nightj  till  5 ill  the  morning : when  by 
going  through  Turin,  1 might  have 
reached  it  by  10  o’clock  at  night.  Fin- 
ding so  much  difliculty  attending  my 
travelling,  I thought  liie  most  pi-op.r 
mode  for  me  to  pursue,  woulu  he  to  ac- 
quaint the  high  personage  of  my  inten- 
tion o passing  the  winter  at  Lyons,  or  in 
the  neighboiu  hood  of  Lyons,  previous 

0 my  return  to  England  in  the  Spring. 

1 addressed  a.  note  lo  the  French  minis- 
ter for  foreign  affairs,  informing  him  of 
luy  intentions,  and  also  that  I wished  to 
pin  serve  the  strictest  incognito.  N'o 
notice  was  taken  of  this  lent  r ; and  one 
addressed  to  the  Prefect  of  Lyons,  nu  t 
with  like  conUmipl : i.i  fact  from  the  7tli 
of  October  to  the  26l!i  of  January,  the 
day  I embarked  from  Toulo  i for  Leg- 

orn,  I eceived  so  much  insult  from  liit 
governors  and  prefects,,  lluit  1 almost 
considered  my  iile  in  danger,  unprotet  t 
tdas  I then  was,  in  sucha  country.  An- 
other motive  induced  me  to  leave  it. 
Mr  Brougham  could  not  fix  the  jicriod 
for  meeting  ne  any  wl.erein  Franc  ■.  I' 
have  written  to  Lord  Liverpool  and  Lord; 


Castlereagh,  dewandiiig  to  have  my 
name  inscrled  in  the  Liturgy  of  tlu 
Church  of  England,  and  that  orders  b 
given  to  ail  Bi  itisli  amb.assadorsi  minis 
ters,  and  consuls,  that  I should  be  re- 
ceived and  acknowledged  as  Queen  of 
Englad,  and  after  the  speech  «iade  by 
Lord  Castlereagh  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, in  answer  to  Mr.  Broughim,  I do 
not  expect  to  experience  further  insult. 

1 have  also  demanded  that  a palice  m.iy 
he  prepared  for  my  reception.  England 
is  my  real  home,  to  whieh  I shall  imme- 
diately fly,  I have  dismissed  my  It  i ian 
court,  retaining  only  a suffi  lent  number 
of  persons  to  coduct  me  to  F.oglind : and 
if  Buckingham  House,  Marlnorough 
House  or  any  other  Palarc  is  r.  fiscd'me, 

I shall  take  a house  in  the  coun  y tillmy 
friends  can  find  a Palace  for  me  in  Lon- 
don. I have  sent  a messenger  to  Eng- 
land to  make  the  proper  arranjcmeiiis 
for  the  purpose.” 

The  occurrences  which  tool  place 
on  the  arrival  of  the  qiiecn  in  tngland, 
h.svr  been  so  recently  before  oir  rea- 
ders, that  we  think  it  unnecessary  to  de- 
tail them  here.  From  the  whoh  com- 
plexion of  the  case,  be  she  guiltyor  in- 
nocent, we  are  irresistibly  clrawi  in  to 
admire  the  display  cl  fortitude  which 
this  unfortuuate,  and  perhaps  pirsecu- 
ted,  female  has  evinced  in  every  stage 
of  her  eventful  life  ; and  todcpIiTC  the 
steps  taken  by  her  enemies  to  lespoil 
her  of  her  honor,  and  of  her  life.  Ilcr 
sex  at  least,  even  iftlicre  existed  grounds 
of  suspicion,  ought  to  have  induied  her 
p-rseciitors  to  treat  her  with  sorie  ap- 
pearance of  delicacy,  till  it  was  nade  to 
appear  that  she  was  guilty.  If  her  hus- 
band had  really  been,  as  his  acmirers 
say, “the  most  accomplished  gentleman 
in  Europe,”  he  could  not  have  done 
less,  consistent  with  that  character,  than 
10  have  drawn  a vtil  over  hererro's,  and 
to  have  left  the  investigation  of  her  con- 
duct to  the  tribunal  appointed  for  that 
purpose.  It  was  the  more  inciimheiit 
on  him  that  he  should  have  acted  in  this 
manner,  seeing  it  was  known  to  the 
whole  nation  thatthe  greater  part  of  his 
arly  life  had  not  been  tl.s  most  exem- 
jlary,  and  that  at  the  vciy  moment  he 
was  afl'ecting  indignation  at  the  supposed 
private  vices  of  his  wife,  he  was  [ii  oba- 
dy  pursuing  the  very  same  line  of  con- 
iict.  Even  after  the  queen  had  un- 
lergtine  the  ordeal  of  scrutiny,  and  bad 
b ten  declared  most  infioccnt  by  the  ve- 
ry friends  and  advisers  of  her  Inishan'', 
e never  ceased  one  moment  in  treai- 
■ng  her  as  a guilty  person,  and  in  en- 
leavoring  to  rouse  t.hc  public  indigUa- 
ion  ag.dnst  her. 

But  notwithstanding  all  these  efforts, 
and  notwithstanding  the  high  respect 
whieh  the  people  of  England  have  al- 
ways shewn  to  their  sovereign,  they 
coultl  not  shut  their  eyes  to  the  insults 
which  had  been  so  often  and  so  openly 
heaped  upon  a parsonage  of  the  queen’s 
rani;  ; they  could  not  turn  their  minds 
from  the  unjustifiable  means  which  even 
the  king  of  Great  Britain  had  res'-rled 
to,  in  ord  r to  prove  a woman  gi  ;ltv, 
iHiom  he  was  bound  by  every  iiriociplc 
of  honor  to  protect,  and  of  justirc  to  re- 
gard as  innocent.  They  could  not  for- 
tet  that  it  was  to  this  same  woman  he 
was  indebted  for  the  payment  of  his 
debts,  which  he  had  contracted  in  his 
early  career,  and  which  would  have, 
hung  as  a load,  forever,  around  his  neck, 
and  as  a memento  of  his  extravagance, 
but  for  his  maniage  with  the  princess. 
“ Gratitude,”  exclaimed  every  one, 
“ gratitude,  at  least,  ought  to  have  m&da 
him  forbear.”  But  neither  gratitude, 
prudehce  nor  justice  seem  to  h#vc  in- 
fluenced him  in  thisaflair. 

It  is  to  the  conduct  of  George  IV  to- 
wards l.is  unhappy  queen  that  we  are 
in  a measure  to  attribute  the  revival  of 
t ie  almost  subsided  passions  of  the  pop- 
ulace against  the  government.  Even 
were  she  guilty,  the  circumstance  of 
her  being  persecuted  is  calculated  to 
procure  her  innum.  rable  friends.  The 
mind nauir.dly  shrinks  at  employing  vi- 
olence ; and  we  arc  more  disposed  lo 
applaud  the  oppressed,  when  they  bear 
oppressions  with  fortitude,  than  those 
who  lesort  lo  rigor  instead  of  submit- 
ting to  the  decision  of  the  law.  Tlic 
queen  of  England  is  evidently  viewed 
by  the  bulk  of  the  nation  as  martyrs 
were  considered  of  old.  Without  en- 
tering very  minutclyinto  the  merits  of 
her  case,  the  (leople  consider  her  as  a 
victim  of  oppression  ; and  influenced  by 
t'lese  feelings,  it  would  be  hard  to  con- 
vince them,  even  were  her  guilt  to  be 
made  manifest,  that  she  was  otherwise 
l -.aa  innocent. 

Considering  the  great  legal  talents 
which  the  (|uccn  has  on  her  side  ; look- 
ing at  the  coinplcxipn  of  the  evidence 
aliout  tube  brought  against  bar,  and  the 
circumstances  under  which  that  evi- 
dence h.as  been  obtained,  concerted  and 
arranged ; combining  these  iinportant 
circumstance.s  witnthe  fact,  that  her  ae- 
cusvi's  stand  charged  .with  having  for- 
merly hrihc.l  false  witnesses  to  swear 
igainst  her,  whose  evidence,  although 
they  ranked  with  the  nobility,  was  ut- 
terly tiiscredited  ; there  appears  sufli 
cient  reason  for  concluding,  that  if  the 
.[ueeii  of  England  is  put  upon  her  trial, 
as  she  doi.btkss  will  be,  she  will  he  able, 
as  eireclually  as  sUe  did  tormerly,  lo 
baffle  the  macliinaiions  of  her  enemies, 
riiis  can  scarcely  he  considered  a politi- 
cal question,  aliho.igh  her  majesty  has 
sought  tne  protccliaii  of  the  Whigs, 
and  although  the  Refornieis  may  avail 
ihems,  Ues  ol  lier  peculiar  situation  to 
exc  aim  against  tiie  government,  h 
.as  tiie  loviiier,  when  in  po'Ver,  who  de- 
fied the  queen  tnat  justice  wliicli  she 
aftcnvaixU  obtained,  in  so  ample  a man- 
ner, from  the  Tories;  and  the  Refmm- 
eis.or  Radicals,  entertain  as  g e.ia  dis-

At  every  trip  he  brought 
itome  large  quantities  of  notes,  generally 
on  the  hanks  of  this  city  and  state,  made 
lip  into  hard  little  packages,  about  three 
inches  thick.  In  the  Bowery  have  also 
resided,  ftir  several  years,  two  families, 
every  one  of  whom,  the  lathers,  wives, 
sons,  and  daughters  tn-laws,  have  follow- 
ed the  same  business  The  two  old  men 

or.'r.asioiially  went  to  the  manufactory  at 
.Ouiiharn, (Canada)  and  purchased  stock, 
(not' s)  on  their  own  ai  count ; but  more 
gt  iieially  acted  as  wholesale  agents,  in 
tins  city,  for  Fowler.  I'o  those  two  old 
villains,  Fowler,  on  his  return,  exhibited 
is  samplt  s ; the  excellence  or  defects,  of 
wiiich,  were  criticised  in  a grave,  sober, 
business  like  manner.  They  generally 
Diirchased  from  him  the  whole  invoice, 
of  so  much  a hundred  ; that  is  a hundred 
dollars  good  money,  for  so  many  luiii- 
Ired  had.  tlu-  price  being  proportioned  to 
the  pel  fection  ol  the  counterfeits,  and  the 
proliabiliiy  of  the  length  of  lime  they 
would  run  before  cried  down. 

^Ve  must  now  take  a glance  at  the 
operations  ol  his  agents.  These  vvivtch- 
ts,  grown  grey  in  infamy,  an  I who  are 
well  acejuainted  with  all  the  forms,  and 
difficulties  of  the  law,  as  respects  their 
crime,  and  the  facts  essential  to  their 
conviction,  take  care  to  run  as  Utile  per- 
sonal hazard  as  possible.  They  deal  out 
the  notes  in  sin.all  amounts  to  huuierous 
agents,  whose  hiisintss  it  is  to  pass  them 
direct  on  the  citizens ; for  this,  they  re- 
ceive about  twenty-five  per  cent  These 
agents  are  idle,  loose  females,  (not  those 
rendered  noted  by  coinmoii  prostitution) 
an.l  idle  i i(lig>  iit  men  ; the  former  are 
trickcil  out  in  decent,  and  frequeutly  in 
fashionable  apiian  l,aii  .l  pass  off  the  notes 
at  dusk,  or  in  th'i  evegnings, in  stores,  for 
small  purenases,  by  wnich  they  obtain 
good  inoiv  y in  change.  The  men  liave 
a more  extensive  range,  and  are  m >re 
exposed  to  detection  thanthc  womi-n, 
who  from  their  appearance,  are  not  so 
rc*adily  suspected  ; they  operate  in  the 
laveriis.thc  eating  hous  s alo  ig  snore,  at 
the  petty  auctions,  markets,  &e. 

These  miserable  siih.irdinate  agents, 
a id  these  only  occasiunaliy  fall  under 
: .ie  grasp  ol  the  law.  I’lie  feiiiales  gen-' 
'orally  on  tri.vl,  e scape  conviction.  Tney 
ire  (ieckeci  out  in  genteel  attire  and  ar^ 
nailed  “Ladies.”*  The  police  inJgis 
'rate  is  lib.  rally  abused  hefi.re  tne  Jur- 
for  hav  ing  not  given  a fair  £c  impartial  ac- 
' Oiiiit  of  the  character  an.l  career  of  tn<- 
ar.cnsjcl  “most  auiiable,  ind'istrious,  vir. 
"I  us,  viid  persecuti  cHacly,”  who  by  thi' 
dm  has  pcrfiriiiecl  her  part  on  the  ti'ia. 
by  vvor'xing  iicrself  into  tears.  Nor  are 
mere  wa..tiiig  persons  to  go  among  th. 
spectators  and  represent  “how  innocent 
tiic  young  lady  is,  and  what  a savage  and 
tyrant  the  magistrate  must  be  who  com- 


mitted her.”  A veiciiti  cjf  “not  guilty” 
generally  winds  up  the  aflair  ; the  “lady” 
trinmphanily  leaves  the  court,  probably 
in  a carriage,  to  return  the  next  day  in  an 
altered  dr.-ss  to  her  vocation  of  passing 
counterfeit  noti  s in  another  part  of  the 
ily.  R sentlvs  vcralofthe  nalcagents 
line  been  convict  d ; -ut  they  have  been 
hluiidciiiig,  misciable  wretches,  out  of 
employmeiit,  and  coaxed  into  the  ol  I 
villains’  dena,  by  other  agents,  a'read) 
lu'okeii  in,  vvlio  get  five  dollars,  in  had 
money,  for  every  c a'.omer  tliey  bring; 
and,  finally,  they  arc  induced,  through 
absolute  distr.-ss,  V)  take  their  notes  and 
passthein.  Oncoflh  se  tnen, (William 
Mall .)  ) assured  me,  and  I have  no  doubt 
of  the  fact,  that  he  was  templed  lo  the 
ci'iin.;'iii  hop' sofpro.-uriiig  a little  mo- 
ney to  buy  potatoes  for  his  family,  a wife 
and  tiii'ce  children,  who  were  in  great 
vant. 

At  the  tim,-  this  unfortunate  wretch, 
Ma'  loy,  vv  is  tried  an  I convicted,  the  real 
culprit,  W HO  gave  him  i.is  bad  notes  to 
pass,  and  vedueed  him  to  his  ruin,  was 
coolly  walking  about  the  city  hall,  oc- 
casioii'illy  listening  to  the  trial  ami  con- 
viciio  1 of  tills  starving  victim  of  his  own 
crimes  and  villain/,  and  finally,  to  his 
sentence,  on  tne  15th  day  of  last  month, 
to  tne  Slate  prison  'or  7 years,  where 
he  novv  is.  Well  may  divitics  proclaitn 
the  insiifficieiiey  ol  human  wisdom,  and 
stoics  hold  ill  contempt  the  proudest  in- 
stitutions of  man. 

bttlah  Cults  has  been  recently  detect- 
ed ami  convicted  in  the  state  of  New 
J i sey,  and  sent  to  the  stale  prison  for, 
I think,  14  years. 

Fowler,  the  chief  villain,  was  taken 
last  month, (July)  at  Middlebury,  in  the 
state  of  Vermont,  on  his  journey  from 
Ids  mamifactory  in  Canada,  to  this  city, 
having  with  him  a small  parcel,  between 
0 and  "030  dollars  in  counterfeits  of  the 
failowingd  seription  ; — New  York,  .Me- 
chanic, gS  : New  York  Phoenix,  g'2, 
and  Auburn  g5.  The  Mechanic  and 
.•\uburii  arc  admirably  well  executed. 
He  was  convicted  and  sent  to  tiie  state 
prison  for  13  y.  ars  ; ami,  it  is  to  be 
Hoped,  for  the  interest  of  the  people  of 
the  United  States,  that  the  Governors 
of  those  states  anay  never  be  induced  lo 
pardon  them. 

Fowler,  Coles,  and  the  two  old  men 
abovememioned,  with’  their  occasi  mal 
out  riders,  have  circulated  in  this  and 
the  adjacent  states  not  less  than  300,003 
dollars  in  counterfeit  notes.

system  of  cropping  ^ind  gardening-  It 
adds  lo  the  health,  comfort  and  cheer- 
fulness of  the  men,'  and  gives  a certain 
subsistence  to  these  remote  posts  Ma- 
jor Bradford  whocummands  on  the  Ar- 
kansas, also  arrived  111  town  last  week 
and  gives  th-  most  pleasing  acrounts  ol 
the  comfort,  health  and  cheerfulness  of 
his  garrison,  and  of  the  adequate  sup- 
plies which  they  are  deriving  from  their 
own  labours.

animal  machine  ; together  with  the  vttiac- 
countablc  obstinacy  of  tilt  stabnlai-ian 
philosophers  the  generality  of  whom  are 
loo  ignorant  to  be  convinced,  and  no  re- 
tormalion  can  be  expected  in  their  in- 
lernal  system  of  quackery  unless  gentle- 
rntn  will  condescend  with  authority,  tc 
abolish  a custom,  of  the  iinproitriety  of 
which,  the  judicious  and  enlightened 
will  agree  in  opinion:  for  the  operation 
ol  cutting  and  burning  \.\\c  palate  with  a 
red  hot  iron,  docs  not  only  prevent  the 
animal  Iroin  eating  his  food  for  some 
weeks,  but  is  frequently  attended  with 
the  most  seiious  consc.piences  by  open- 
ing of  the  f'.aiatine  artery,  which  has 
bled  many  a horse  to  death  for  want  of| 
propper  assistance.  On  this  account, 
therefore,  I feel  myself  perfectly  justi- 
fied in  recommending  most  heartily  to 
every  gentleman  ovvping  ahorse  or  pos- 
sessing the  least  attachment  for  their 
species,  never  to  suffer  that  cruel  and 
barbarous  operation  to  be  performed 
lor  the  reasons  before  mentioned  ; as  the 
sponging  substance  of  the  roof  cf  the, 
mouth  is  natural  to  every  colt  under  the 
age  of  five  or  six  years,  and  may  always 
be  removed  as  before  mention,  d.  If, 
liovvcvcr,the  parts  are  very  red,  and  very 
swollen  also,  you  may  jnst  scarify  with 
the  point  of  a sharp  penknite,  or  prick  it 
with  a large  darning  needle.  After  this 
it  eonlinites  to  flatten,  as  the  teeth  grow, 
without  any  other  inconvenience  to  the 
animal. 

These  are  facts  I can  venture  to  as- 
sert, both  from  the  experience,  as  well 
as  practice  ol  many  thotisaiid  instanbes. 

I shall  now  beg  leave  to  close  this  sub- 
ject, by  the  following  remarks,  viz. 

That  the  cutting  and  raising  the  frog 
from  the  ground  to  keep  the  foot  in  health 
— the  cutting  out  the  haw  of  the  eye,  to 
cure  inflaination  and  lock-jaw — and  the 
operation  of  burning  for  the  Lampas,  un- 
der the  idea,  of  curing  a disease  that 
never  exists,  can  by  no  mcanes  be  rccon- 
I lied  to  c >nimon  sense.

We  have  read  London  papers  of  the 
latoit  dates,  and  h:tvc  little  else  lo  report 
frcin  them  than  the  jirogress  of  the 
“ delicate  investigation.”  It  continued 
to  monopolize  aUcnlion,  kindling  at  the 
same  lime  the  worst  passions  and  open- 
ing  gloomy  vistas  to  the  orderly  and  re- 
ligious part  of  tl'.e  British  people.  The 
Loudon  Courier  of  the  7ih  July  repre- 
Sfiits  the  bill  of  Fains  and  Penalties  as 
“ feirfully  important,”  and  alleges  that 
“ fatlion  is  busy  in  inisreprcsenliiig  and' 
disordering  every  thing.”  That  paper' 
scciisto be  amused  with  the  jirocednrc 
of  some  of  the  (iazettes  enlisted  on  the 
side  af the  queen,  which  congratulate 
Ihenselves  that  the  aduileiy  charged  a- 
gairst  her  is  with  one  person  only  I It  is 
statul  that  the  higher  classes  of  socieiv 
kcev  entirely  aloof  from  her  majesty  ; a 
( iraiinstance  which  throws  her  more 
imnediatcly  upon  the  multitude,  and 
protioies  the  views  of  those  intriguers 
wh' would  malte  her  case  the  occasion 
eitler  of  a rhangc  of  ministry  or  of  a 
gcicral  revolution. 

■'he  heats  in  the  house  of  commons 
have  not  abated,  nor  is  there  rimch  re- 
st re  of  language  even  in  relation  t.. 
“ tie  most  gracious  George  IV.”  A 
menber  of  some  distinction,  Mr.  Cree- 
vey  did  not  hesitate  to  speak  of  the 
vinlictive  sftirit  of  the  king,”  and  to  as- 
sert that '•  his  majesty,  to  be  entitled  t« 
tliercmedy  of  divorce,  must  come  with 
clem  hands  into  court.”  We  observi 
that  the  London  Couriet  of  the  7lli  Julv 
rcfisrs  to  report  some  part  oflhisgen- 
tlenaii’s  speech,  cn  tlie  ground  of  ilieii 
beiig  too  indecorous  and  disloyal  for  rc- 
pettion.  Another  well  known  member, 
Mr.  Bennett,  held  the  following  Ian- 
giiige  : 

" The  people  knew  that  all  was  set- 
tled beforehand  ; that  it  was  determine, 
toconv  ict  the  queen.  The  boldest  mat 
might  shudder  at  the.  consequences  of  a 
veiiiict  so  given.  The  situation  of  the 
queen  is  desolate  and  unprotected,  and 
who  on  the  other  hand  is  opposed  to 
her  ? In  one  word,  it  was  the  king  of  this 
country  ; the  master,  not,  thank  God  , 
of  our  lives  and  pro))enies,  hut  exercis 
ing  a dirert  and  positive  infl'jencc  over 
that  class  of  society  who  were  to  decidi 
upon  hei  fate  ; poss  ssing  an  unlimited 
I’l/fm-nc'e  over  the  V cry  house  in  which 
site  was  to  he  tried.” 

Lord  Castlercagh  threw  himself  de- 
vot'.  dly  hcivv.en  the  monarch  and  his 
blunt  assailants,  with  the  Me  Me  adsuni 
9’ti/eci,  asserting  that  “ it  was  to  tiu- 
ministers-and  not  to  the  king  that  tlie 
disaster  of  the  enquiry  was  to  be  at;ri- 
buted,”  and  that  “ nothing  could  be  less 
vindictive  or  more  accommodating,  titan 
t c conduct  of  the  t.'hisliious  person- 
age.” Thes.  arc  ti  tioiis  or  tactics  of 
government,  like  the  maxim,  the  king 
can  do  no  wrong,  which  none  Ivjt  tie 
m^l  fiery  or  uncontli,  even  among  tin 
■ip|positioD,  could  hesitate  tos.ncti'in  anc 
r st'-ect.  1 here  would  Bcent,  however. 


lollowlug  exlraris  from  the  professional 
remonstrance  of  one  of  llietn,  Mr.  Den 
man,  against  the  course  of  proceedings 
in  the  house  of  lords,  delivered  July  Cth, 
at  the  bar  of  tile  house,  will  shew  that 
his  majesty  lias  sonic  reasoti  to  tremble, 
aiihongh  it  may  bu  tnat  these  dreadful 
intimations  were  made  merely  in  terra 
rem. 

The  royal  cha.iaclcr  of  both  parties 
to  this  suit  must  be  laid  asiilc  ; and,  in 
consid  ring  in  what  respects  the  conju- 
gal contract  had  been  violated,  and  the 
conseqtunr.es  that  oug'ut  to  result,  i 
would  he  fit  that  the  house  should  strict 
ly  examine  what  had  been  the  conduct  of 
both  the  exalted  iii.-lividtials  concerned.

This 
is  the  language  which  Suakespeare  puts 
into  the  mouth  of  Qncen  Katheiin., 
w'licn  the  commissioneisof  Keiiry  V'lll. 
carry  her  a siiiTilar  not  fics.lion. 

“ Heaven  is  above  all  yet ; there  sits  a judge, 
“ Tliat  no  King  can  corrupt." 

But,  it  3. lews  tlie  difference  of  the  times 
in  Eng. and  that  Caroline  could  not,  with 
any  jiisiicc,  ask  like  her  meek  predeces- 
sor, 

“Canyon  think  Cords, 

That  any  Knglishinao  dare  give  me  counsel  ? 
Or  be  a known  friend  ’gainst  his  iliglincss’ 
pleasure.” 

This  “ brave  lady”ofGcorge  IV.  will 
want  for  neither  couns.-l  nor  friends,  and 
may  prove,  with  her  auxiliaries,  too 
strong  for  her  liege  lord  and  his 
cardinal  Wooisey.  Mr.  Bennett  said, 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  that  “the 
liscussion  of  her  case  would  give  a blow 
lothe  cliaracter  of  the  Monarchy  which 
it  might  rue  to  its  latest  eixstencc.’ 
Wethink  th.is  opinion  perfectly  just,  an 
ven  venture  to  snrmisc  that  it  will  con 
"ihiite  powerfully,  by  the  odiums  and 
isgrdce  in  which  it  must  implicate  the 
crown,  to  hasten  that  great  national  con- 
vtilsion  w'hich  is  . itlitr  to  subvert  Hie 
till  one  or  settle  it  on  a new  and  more  nat 
ural  basis.
